Woman Recovers From Faint| Entire Works Built of Wood. 


to Find Herself Freed From 
Charge. Detectives Charged 
With Assault and Battery 





Fearing that she would be held 
for the asserted kidnaping of her 
own child, pretty Carnation Lun- 
din of Los Angeles became ‘hys- 
terical and fainted in Justice Jer- 
ome B. Kavanaugh’s court at San 
Bernardino yesterday during the 
course of a preliminary hearing. 

By the time she ‘regained her 
senses, Mrs. Lundin had been ac- 
quitted, the charge against her and 
two private detectives not being 
proved. Mrs. Lundin then at- 
tempted—in vain, of course—to 
embrace Justice Kavanaugh, but 
was compelled to illustrate her 
appreciation verbally. 

Took Son From Family 

Mrs. Lundin and the two detec- 
tives, W. M. Wooster and A. H. 
Schaffer, of Los Angeles, were 
charged by Mrs. M. L. Stoddard, 
of San Antonio Canyon, with fore- 
ibly kidnaping Mrs, Landin’s two- 
year-old child, Frankie. Mrs. Stod- 
dard testified that Mrs. Lundin 
and the detectives took the child 
out of her arms and that Schaffer 
knocked her down when she pro 
tested. 

Mrs. Lundin, who has become 
estranged from her husband, C. L. 
Lundin, a Southern Pacific train- 
man, denied the charges, as did 
the detectives. They said that 
Mrs. Lundin took the child as it 
played at the Stoddard home. 
When Mrs. Stoddard saw the child 
in the automobile, the detéctives 
said, she attempted to attack Mrs. 
Lundin and broke the windshield 
of the car. 

Detectives Facing Charge 

The two detectives, however, 
were charged with assault and 
battery. They demanded a jury 
trial, which was set for Oct. ’0. 

Mrs. Lundin was not required to 
bring the child into court yester- 
day.~ She has obtained a court or- 
der awarding her temporary cus- 
tody of the child pending a di- 
vorce hearing.

Interesting Antique Property 
of Jedd Johnson of East 
Tenth Street 





Lovers of antiques will be 
delighted with an old clock 
that is attracting a great deal 
of attention at George Bow- 
er’s jewelry store. The clock 
belongs to Jedd Johnson, son- 
in-law of W. T. Brown, East 
Tenth street, and has been in 
Mr. Johnson’s family for more 
than a hundred years. 

The clock is of the eight-day 
variety, and is composed en- 
tirely of wood,.even the wheels 
being wooden. Heavy cast 
weights replace the pendulum 
of the modern elock, and a 
large brass gong strikes the 
hour. 

An inscription underneath 
the dial reads: ‘‘This clock 
was invented and made by Eli 
Tery and Sons of Plymouth, 
Conn., and the public may be 
assured that this kind of clock 
will run as long and be as ac- 
curate for keeping time as any 
kind. of clock whatever.’’ 

Inside the clock and on eith- 
er side of the dial are what 
seem to be two small calendars, 
with the days of the week, but 


no dates, and above these is} 


written, ‘‘Variations of the 
sun from the clock.’’ : 

The second-hand dial is 
marked off thus: 15-30-45-60 in 
numbers that are painted with 
gold paint that are perfectly 
preserved. 

The glass door enclosing. the: 
old cloek is hand-painted and 
again we are informed that 
Goodwin and Sons, Hartford, 
Conn.; were the artists. — 

While there is no date on 
the clock telling for a cer- 
tainty just when it was made, 
Mr. Bower says that it is well 
over a hundred years old and 
that only once before has he} 
handled a clock of this kind.

‘KILLS WOMAN IN 
S.A. CANYON 


PEDESTRIAN FAILS TO 
SEE DANGER AND 
IS STRUCK 





Car Parked Near Camp Baldy 
Romps Down Grade Hitting 
Woman and Swerves From 
Road Fatally Injuring Her 





Thrown against a jagged rock 
bank and run over by a heavy 
runaway motor car shortly after 
noon yesterday while hiking on 
the Camp Baldy road in San An- 
tonio Canyon to the north of Up- 
land, Mrs. M. J. Buck, 210 Horizon 
Avenue, Venice, sustained com- 
pound fractures of both legs and a 
probable fracture of the left hip 
from which she died at 9:30 
o'clock last night at the Com- 
munity Hospital. 

The accident occurred about 200 
yards below Camp Baldy, where 
the Venice woman was a guest. 
She was walking down the moun- 
tain road in company with Mrs. 
Beulah Delaney of Santa Monica, 
when a large sedan owned by Dr. 
Edward Campbell, 101 North Hil 
crest Boulevard, Inglevood, which 
had been left parked by the road- 
side by Mrs. Campbell, started 
rolling down the incline towards 
the women. 

Mrs. Campbell had stopped at 
the cabin of some friends on her 
way down the canyon and it was 
not until the heavy machine was 
almost upon the women hikers that 
Mrs. Campbell was aware that her 
car was running away. 

She then called a warning to the 
two. Mrs. Delaney ran ahead 
down the road, escaping injury, 
but Mrs. Buck turned to the side 
at the same instant that the heavy 
car swerved from the mountain 
highway. The Venice woman was 
thrown against a rock bank and 
one wheel of the heavy machine 
passed over both her legs. 

Mrs. Buck was carried to the 
ranger station some 200 yards 
down the canyon, where Forest 
Ranger Lee Blair telephoned for 
Draper’s ambulance. Dr. John B. 


Craig arrived with the ambulance 
and after the woman had received 
first aid at the ranger station she 
was removed to the San Antonio 
Community Hospital. Her right 
leg is said to have been broken 
just below the knee, and her left 


leg in two places above the ankle 
and probably at the hip. 

Verdict given at the inquest 
held in Draper’s Upland chapel 
this morning was “accidental death 
from shock and injuries received 
in a motor accident.”

What Is in a Name? 


(Frederick Eissler) 

Thirteen languages, chieby French, Latin, 
English, Hindustani and Arabie, supply names 
foy more than forty stuffs and fabrics, one- 
third of which are designated by towns or 
loealities where they were first made. 

During the Middle Ages many Arabian eit- 
ies became manufacturing centers, giving their 
namgs to various textile fabrics and other ar- 
ticles. Aceording to Marco Polo, the cele- 
brated Venetian traveler of the thirteenth 
century, muslin got its name from Mosul, an 
Arabian city on the river Tigris near the ruins 
of Nineveh. 

Gauze was named after Gaza in Palestine; 
damask. after Damascus, one of the oldest cit- 
ies in the world, and mentioned in Genesis. 
Lawn. a fabrie used at one time exclusively 
for bishops’ sleeves and called cloth of 
Rheims. comes from the French town of Laon. 

Cretonne is from Creton, a village in Nor- 
mandy: cambric, from Cambrai, a town in 
French Flanders; shalloon, a woolen stuff used 
for the lining of coats, from Chalons, where 
Attila the Hun was defeated in 451. 

Poplin is derived from an Italian word 
meaning papal; it was originally made at 
Avignon, France, which was for a long time 
during the Middle Ages the seat of the Pope. 

In Shantung, China, silk is manufactured 
from the cocoons of silkworms which feed on 
oak leaves instead of mulberry. Nanking, 
China, produces a cotton cloth, yellow in color, 
ealled Nankeen. 

Cheviot is taken from a breed of large 
mountain sheep in the Cheviot Hills between 
England and Scotland. The fine woolen yarn 
called jersey was first knitted in one of the 
Channel Islands of that name, known the 
world over for its breed of cattle. Worsted 
received its name in the thirteenth century 
from a village near Norwich, England. In 
the same century batiste was named after its 
inventor, a French linen weaver of Cambrai. 

Two cities of India give us madras and 
ealico, the latter of which was first imported 
from Calicut into Europe in the sixteenth 
century. : 

From the Latin word for shaggy are de- 
rived velvet, velveteen and velure. Linen is 
from the Latin for flax; crepe from curled; 
lace from noose or snare, from which we get 
also the words lasso and latchet. Satin, siikx 
end serge are also from Latin words, the last 
two named after an Asiatic people, probably 
Chinese, who furnished the ancient Greeks 
and Romans with their first silk. Dimity in 
Greek means two-threatded; while tapestry is 
taken from the Greek word for carpet. 

Percale is of Eastern origin, probably 
a Persian word; so is taffeta, its glossy sur- 
face suggesting the Persian word shine. Ging- 
ham is the Malaysian word for striped or 
checkered cotton; flannel and wool are prob- 
ably Welsh; gabardine is Spanish. 

Broadcloth, an Anglo-Saxon word, was so 
called from its width, which was in the fif- 
teenth century two yards, and is now sixty 
inches. 

Nainsook, which means literally a pleasure 
to the eye, was first made in Bengal, India. 

Chintz is Hindustani for spoted, so named 
from the varicolored flowers and other pat- 
Mohair is Arabie for fab- 
Alpaea is an Arabic-Pe- 
The fabric.made from the hair 
ofthis animal is used extensively for coat 
Cotton was first 
brought to Europe from India, whieh has al- 
ways been noted for the excellence of its cot- 
ton fabries, but the word itself is Arabic. 

Chiffon is a French word meaning rag or 
flimsy stuff, the root of chiffonier, a chest of 
drawers at one time used only for storing 
dress materials. originally 
French Brocade is from the 
French verb to work with the needle; moire 
means watered silk; while the French for 
eatrepillar gives us chenille. 

Thus we earry about with us, invisibly 
written in our garments, the histories of many 
lands, the tales of travels long ago and of 
commerce that has encircled the globe.

Apple ‘growers in the Yucaipa 
district will obtain only a 40 per 
cent yield this: year, according to 


County Horticultural Commission- 
er John P. Coy, who was in that 
region Tuesday looking over con- 
ditions. Cold weather the past 
spring is said to be the cause of 
the shortage. 

While in the apple country, Mr. 
Coy attended a meeting of the 
growers of the Yucaipa and Beau- 
mont districts at Yucaipa, at 
whici. horticulturists and orchard 
experts were present. The pur- 
pose of the session was to dis- 
cuss the California standard apple 
act which was amended at the last 
session of the California state leg- 
islature. Among other things, this 
act provides that wormy apples are 
not to be Shipped, and the grow- 
ers were unanimous in stating that 
this section should be rigidly en- 
forced. 

Among the speakers at the 
meeting were County Horticultural 
Commissioner A. E. Bottel of Riv- 
erside; S. S. Rogers of the state 
bureau of standardization and W. 
C.. Moffett, state apple inspector.

FRESHMAN WEEK AT 


POMONA COLLEGE 





Two ‘hundred and twenty-five 
freshmen, including 100 women 
and 125 men, representing many 
Southern California and coast 
communities, a majority of the 
states of the Union and several 
foreign countries, open their col- 
legiate work at Pomona College, 
Claremont, Monday, September 
14th. 

This year’s freshmen class will 
be the first in the history of the 
school to participate in the ad- 
vantages provided . by Freshmen 
Week, a new innovation in coast 
institutions. Some four years ago 
a Freshmen Week plan was in- 
stituted at the University of 
Maine. It was so successful there 
that last year saw Harvard and 
the University of Chicago adopting 
it. To date only six institutions 
in the .West have perfected the 
plan, and Pomona is pelieved to 
be the first institution on the Pa- 
cific Coast to substitute a week 
devoted to assisting freshmen in 
becoming adjusted to their new 
environment, in place of thé old

SILVER STRUCK 
AT OSDICK, SAID 


San Bernardino County’s most, 
famous mining town, Osdick, pre- 
pared itself Tuesday for another 
boom when a rich silver strike in 
the Big Four property a mile east 
of the town was announced by 
engineer in

charge of operations. 

The striking of a four-foot ledge 
of silver ore running conservative- 
ly at $100 per ton is declared by 
mining men to be the biggest 
strike in years, probably the larg- 
est since the discovery of silver 
at the Kelly Mine. The ore was 
struck on the 1,300-foot level, 
where miners were cutting a sta- 
tion in the shaft. The vein will 
extend for a great distance, En- 
gineer Taylor said, and is rich in 
silver. 

The discovery was made on 
property abandoned a year ago by 
the Big Four Company, organized 
by Bakersfield capitalists, and on
